T h e F re n c h (.a lle y * . 
A French Protestant, who, on account of 
his religion, served ten years in Hie galleys at 
Dunkirk, und was Anally released at the in­ 
stance of Queen Anne of England, wrote an 
account of his servitude (1700 to 1710,) and 
of galley-slavery in general. 
From this old 
volume we learn that an ordinary galley was 
about one hundred and Atty feet long and 
forty feet wide. 
She was provided with masts 
and sails and fifty rowers’ benches, twenty 
Ave OU each side, And wa3 armed with Av 
cannon, nil of which were placed in the for 
ward part of tho galley. 
The oars were fifty 
feet long, ihtrty-scvcu feet without and thir­ 
teen feet within the galley. 
Between Hie 
bendies there was a passage-way three feet 
wide. 
Tim handling oT Hie oars was very 
hard work. 
Eacli rower stood with one foot 
on his own bench and the other on the bond) 
before him, then he reached as far forward 
as possible, raising his our and dipping it in 
the water, then he leaned back, with his foot 
braced, until he came down on his own bencli 
If these movements were not made with re. 
ularity, tho rowers were in danger of hitting 
their heads on the oars before them. 
The narrator says that this labor was some­ 
times exacted for twenty-four consecutive 
hours, which, however, seems too much for 
human endurance. 
At some times, lie says, 
a piece of bread soaked in wine was, at in­ 
tervals. put into their mouths. 
If one of Hie 
rowers gave out, he was beaten as long as 
there were any signs of life in him, and then, 
without further ceremony, he was til row ii 
overboard. 
Their daily 
fare consisted of 
bread and beans; their dress, of a shirt, 
breeches, red stockings, and cap, and 
blouse, all of the coarsest material. 
So long 
as the gulley was under way no one was a1 
lowed to sleep; ii she lay at anchor or iii a 
harbor, the rowers crouched down between 
their benches and slept. 
In winter, when tile 
galley was dismantled, their only bed was a 
board. 
At this season of tho ysur, they were 
variously employed, and never allowed to be 
idle, 
lf any one of note visited the galleys, 
Hie convicts were put through a series of ma- 
noeuvers as humiliating as they were ridicu­ 
lous. 
At the first sound of the whistle —a whistle 
was used in commanding them aa the trumpet 
is in commanding dragoons—they all laid 
aside their caps, at the second their blouses,at 
the third their shirts, when they were ready for 
Hie fa roo to begin. 
At a given signal, they 
now lay down between their benches so Uiat 
no one could lie seen; then, at given signals, 
they.showed, first,a linger above tho benches, 
then an arm, then the head, and so on, un­ 
til they stood each in ids place, when they 
were put through *a variety of manoeuver*, 
better calculated to disgust than to amuse the 
sjioctator. 
The punishment usually inflicted was the 
bastinado. 
Hie unfortunate, after 
being 
stripped to the waist, was made to lie fiat 
down, while two galley-slaves held Ids hands 
and two his feet, aud another laid on the 
blows. 
The latter was also stripped, aud be­ 
hind him stood the captain also with a basti­ 
nado in his hand, winch he used on the back 
of tho executioner if he showed any disposi­ 
tion to spare the criminal. 
After the tenth 
or twelfth blow.the culprit was almost always 
8peeclile.ss and motionless, still the punish­ 
ment was continued. 
From twenty to thirty 
blows was Hie usual sentence for hiring of­ 
fenses. 
The maximum number was one hun­ 
dred; this punishment, however, few surviv­ 
ed. 
For exceptional offenses tile criminal 
was sentenced to have his feet bound lo two 
different vessels, winch were then put in mo­ 
tion in op|H>sito directions, and he was torn 
in pieces!

T h e A e r o p h o r e . 
This is an apparatus for enabling persons 
to breathe and work, with a light, iii uu- 
breathable and explosive gases in mines, wells, 
sewers, and caverns. 
It is the invention of 
Messrs. Denayrouze, of Paris. The aerophore 
consists of a uun.lx'r of large or small cylin­ 
ders as desired, which are lowered Into the 
mine with the workman. 
Connected 
with 
cylinders is a long flexible lube about an inch 
in diameter, of such strength that it cannot 
be damaged even by being trod upon. 
The 
l*crson who is to use the aerophore first pals 
on a strongly made jacket of webbing, to.the 
back of which is attached a couple of moder­ 
ating valves, which serve to supply the com­ 
pressed air to the mouth at ordinary atmos­ 
pheric pressure—not higher—the pipe being 
attached to these valves. 
Another pij*e 
passes over the shoulders aud to a mouth 
piece. 
The nostrils are closed by a nipjH*r.— 
The mouth piece Is constructed so as lo be 
available either for a light or heavy breathing 
man. 
Exhalation is accomplished by means 
of a small aperature in the tube about two 
feet from the mouth. 
This aperture Is fitted 
with a proper valve, which stops tile ingress 
of all air or gases. 
By another valve ami 
tube, uir is supplied to the lamp which the 
miuercarries iu his hand, and enables it to 
burn brightly, aud a pair of “ goggles” are 
provided In case the eyes are likely to lie af­ 
fected. 
These can readily be fastened on by 
means of an elastic strap.

T lie Fren ch (.a lle y s . 
A French Protestant, who, on account of 
his religion, served ten years in the galleys at 
Dunkirk, and was finally released at the in­ 
stance of Queen Anne of England, wrote an 
account of his servitude (1700 to 1710,) and 
of galley-slavery in general. From this old 
volume we learn that an ordinary galley was 
about one hundred and fifty feet long and 
forty feet wide. She was provided witli masts 
and sails and fifty rowers’ benches, twenty- 
Gve ou each side, ánd was armed with five 
cannon, all of which were placed in the for­ 
ward part of the galley. The oars were Qfty 
feet long, thirty-seven feet without and thir­ 
teen feet within the galley. Between the 
benches there was a passage-way three feet 
wide. Tlie handling oT the oars was very 
hard work. Each rower stood with one foot 
on his own bench and the other on thebench 
before him, then he reached as far forward 
as possible, raising liis oar and dipping it in 
tbe water, then he leaned back, with his foot 
braced, until he came down ou his own bench. 
If these movements were not made with reg­ 
ularity, the rowers were in danger of hitting 
their heads on the oars before them. 
Tlie narrator says that this labor was some­ 
times exacted for twenty-four consecutive 
hours, which, however, seems too much for 
human endurance. At some times, ho says, 
a piece of bread soaked in wine was, at in­ 
tervals, put into their mouths. If oue of the 
rowers gave out, he was beaten as long as 
there were any signs of life in him, and then, 
without further ceremony, he was thrown 
overboard. Their daily fare consisted of 
bread and beans; their dress, of a shirt, 
breeches, red stockings, and cap, and a 
blouse, all of the coarsest material. So long 
as the galley was under way no one was al­ 
lowed to sleep; if she lay at anchor or in a 
harbor, the rowers crouched down between 
their benches and slept. In winter, when the 
galley was dismantled, their only bed was a 
board. At this season of the year, they were 
variously employed, and never allowed to be 
idle. If any one of note visited the galleys, 
the convicts were put through aseries of ma- 
nceuvers as humiliating as they were ridicu­ 
lous.At the first sound of the whistle—a whistle 
was used in commanding them as the trumpet 
is in commanding dragoons—they all laid 
aside their caps, at the second their blouses, at 
the third their shirts, when they were ready for 
tlie farce to begin. At a given signal, they 
now’ lay down between their benches so that 
no one could be seen; then, at given signals, 
they.showed, first,a finger above tbe benches, 
then an arm, then the head, and so on, un­ 
til they stood each in his place, when they 
were put through *a variety of manceuvers, 
better calculated to disgust than to amuse the 
spectator. 
The punishment usually inflicted was the 
bastinado. Tlie unfortunate, after being 
stripped to tbe waist, was made to lie fiat 
down, while two galley-slaves hclcl his hands 
and two his feet, and auother laid on tlie 
blows. The latter was also stripped, and be­ 
hind him stood tlie captain also with a basti­ 
nado in his hand, which he used on the back 
of the executioner if be showed any disposi­ 
tion to spare the criminal. After the tentli 
or twelfth blow.the culprit was almost always 
speechless and motionless, still the punish­ 
ment was continued. From twenty to thirty 
blows was tlie usual sentence for triring of­ 
fenses. Tbe maximum number was one hun­ 
dred ; this punishment, however, few surviv­ 
ed. For exceptional ofienses tlie criminal 
was sentenced to have his feet bound to two 
different vessels, which were then put in mo­ 
tion in opposite directions, and lie \vn3 torn 
in pieces! 


T h e A c ro p h o re . 
This is an apparatus for enabling persons 
to breathe and work, with a light, in uu- 
breathable and explosive gases in mines, wells, 
sewers, and caverns. It is tbe invention of 
Messrs. Denavrouze, of Paris. Tlie acrophore 
consists of a number of large or small cylin­ 
ders as desired, which are lowered into tlie 
mine with the workman. Connected with 
cylinders is a long flexible Lube about an inch 
in diameter, of such strength that it cannot 
be damaged even by being trod upon. The 
person who is to use the acrophore first puts 
on a strongly made jacket of webbing, to.lhe 
back of which is attached a couple of moder­ 
ating valves, which serve to supply the com­ 
pressed air to the mouth at ordinary atmos­ 
pheric pressure—not higher—the pipe being- 
attached to these valves. Another pipe 
passes over the shoulders and to a mouth 
piece. The nostrils are closed by a nipper.— 
The mouth piece ¡3 constructed so as to be 
available eitlier for a light or heavy breathing 
man. Exhalation is accomplished by means 
of a small aperature in Hie tube about two 
feet from tbe mouth. This aperture is fitted 
with a proper valve, which stops tlie ingress 
of all air or gases. By another valve and 
tube, air is supplied to the lamp which the 
miner carries in his hand, and enables it to 
burn brightly, aud a pair of “ goggles” are 
provided in case tbe eyes arc likely to be af­ 
fected. These can readily be fastened ou by 
means of an elastic strap.

A bill has just passed the Assembly which 
will work very substantial good to the people. 
It provides that the Supervisors shall select Hie 
depositaries for public funds, which deposi­ 
taries shall open un account willy the state, 
upon which Hie Comptroller shall d ra w ls lie 
shall deem best. 
This provision obviates an 
evil which has produced much trouble to the 
state treasury of lute years, compelling as ii 
did Hie borrowing of large sums by Hie; state, 
when iii reality there was plenty of state funds 
loaned by county treasurers, who took their 
own time to pay, leaving the Comptroller to 
whistle for his money. 
The bill is open to 
Hie objection that it may at times unnecessar­ 
ily accumulate money at the capital when 
it might be lent in the counties to their sub­ 
stantial betterm ent; but of the needs of the 
state treasury the Comptroller must Ik* Hie 
judge, and must of necessity use his discretion 
as to the use of the funds. 
The provision rendering county treasurers 
ineligible to re-election is worthy cf unqualified 
approval. 
Most of Hie defalcations among 
this class of officials have grow n out of the 
facilities for concealment of frauds afforded 
them by uninterrupted possession of comity 
books. Like business men counties and states 
should liave regular setting days, in which 
balances have to be paid in actual cast), not 
in mere transfers from one set of books to an­ 
other.

lessened his stay by good behavior; but the 
burglar who has been elevated to the sublime 
Vanderbilt degree, when 
contlned simply 
turns around and steals the jail. 
Four of 
them, after robbing a bank, paid u short visit 
to the Newcastle jail Tuesday night, and liked 
the place so well they invited their friends 
down from Philadelphia, who came with a 
tug, a nice little excursion party. 
Tire Ward­ 
en was carried down cellar, and they opened 
the jail and left. 
There is a style about this 
that commands our admiration; it savors of 
the breezy timc3 of early California life. 


Wo hardly think Mr. Ellis II. Roberts will 
get the thanks of the country press for his dis­ 
claimer for them of any desire for favors at 
the hands of the government in the m atter of 
postage. 
The truth must b<?toId, Mr. Rob­ 
erts to the contrary notwithstanding. 
The 
country weeklies do as a class want the gov­ 
ernment to carry their papers iu the county 
free and to bring them their exchanges in the 
same way. 
The country weeklies in fact beg 
for ju3t this favor, and threaten Congressmen 
If they don't get it. 
We think, with Mr. Rob­ 
erts, that this Is a very uudignitlcd position 
and greatly lacking in "self-respect on their 
part, but after looking through our exchanges 
we have not the least doubt that that is their 
position, and it gives a great deal more truth 
than poetry to Gen. Butler’s tirades against 
the press. 
It very clearly weakened to a large 
degree their arguments against franking, as 
the same principle underlies both. 
It certain­ 
ly is very queer that the members of a profes­ 
sion claiming to be a leading one 111 intelli­ 
gence, influeuco and usefulness deliberately 
and continually appear before the country as 
beggars. 


C o m ity T re a su r er s. 
A bill has just passed the Assembly which 
will work very substantial good to the people. 
It provides that the Supervisors shall select the 
depositaries for public funds, which deposi­ 
taries shall open an account will} the state, 
upon which the Comptroller shall d ra w ls lie 
shall deem best. 
This provision obviates an 
evil which has produced much trouble to the 
state treasury of late years, compelling as it 
did the borrowing of large sums by the; state, 
when in reality there was plenty of state funds 
loaned by county treasurers, who took their 
own time to pay, leaving the Comptroller to 
whistle for his money. 
Tiie bill is open to 
the objection that it may at limes unnecessar­ 
ily accumulate money at the capital when 
it might be lent in the counties to their sub­ 
stantial betterment; but of the needs of the 
state treasury the Comptroller must be the 
judge, aud must of necessity use his discretion 
as to the use of the funds. 
The provision rendering county treasurer* 
ineligible to re-election is worthy of unqualified 
approval. 
Most of the defalcations among 
this class of officials have grown out of the 
facilities for concealment of frauds afforded 
them by uninterrupted possession of county 
books. Like business men counties and states 
should have regular setting days, in which 
balances have to be paid in actual cash, not 
in mere transfers from one set of books to an­ 
other. 
The incoming treasurer, in justice to 
himself," is the most vigilant detective the 
public can employ, and the outgoing official 
recognizes the necessity of putting his affairs 
in order before he retires. 
But a continuing 
official settles with himself, and if there is any 
knavery can cover it up unless outsiders are 
particularly keen. 
To change this system 
cannot fail to be of benefit to the public. 


A C o n s i s t e n ! L a w y e r , 
Iu the hearing in the Schooninalcer and 
Cooper case 011 Thursday morning the coun­ 
sel for Auut ilarius and Sarah Jane objected 
to ono witness on the ground that the case 
was being tried before two tribunals, one con­ 
ducted by 11 is Honor, Referee Cowcn, and tho 
other the public of Ulster county; and lie ob­ 
jected to such testimony as it, would prejudice 
his clients' case, and a newspaper had com­ 
mented 011 a portion of the testimony.

Among its most curious features is an inde­ 
pendent nomination forj Assessor, a gentleman 
having been nominated in the interest of the 
First Ward. 
That ward holds the uptown 
banks and most of the rich people, and they 
seem to think their voice should be poiqutial 
in this matter, and indeed determining. 
It is 
a curious mistake, quite often made by their 
kind. 
Iu fact nothing is more inconsistent than 
the men of plethoric pursa or numerous bank 
shares. 
Thus these of the First Ward profess 
great fear of being unduly assessed, and yet 
the influence of this ward is never felt 011 the 
reduction of taxes, but is eontinually exerted 
toward swelling them. 
Right in its center 
has the most barefaced plundering of the 
tax-payers been concocted and executed, yet 
nobody ever heard of th ejich First Warders 
gettiff^sip a meeting or protesting against 
the robbery. 
The fact is these rich men are quite mista- 
ken'in supposing they are the ones chiefly to 
be considered in assessments. 
They should 
in fact be the very last. 
Taxes are not a 
burden to a rich man. 
He simply draws a 
check on a plethoric bauk account, and it’s 
only a difference of figures. 
Nor are they a 
burden to the banks. 
It don’t cause any suf­ 
fering to a bank to pay a tax, aud the sliaro- 
holders have no realizing sense that the tax Í3 
large or small. 
On the contrary the men who 
pay the taxes and upon whom the taxes aro 
most burdensome are the mechanics, laboring 
men, and tenants generally, with the holders 
of small properties. 
To these a large tax 
sometimes means absolute suffering and en­ 
forced want, scantier clothing, and even less 
fool and fuel. 
T1i¡3 class are not specially 


numerousln tb« Flret Ward, but are found iff 
masses lu tho Fourth, Fifth and Sixth, with a 
few in the Third, and a largo number in the 
lower portion of the Second. 
The Seventh, 
Eighth and Ninth Wards have also a large 
number, but their Assessor holds over. 
It is 
not rich men who should be principally con­ 
sulted or heeded about this &sse3sorsliip busi­ 
ness, but the men and women who have to 
earn a living by hard toil, and whose tax eats 
into the coal-bin or flour barrel, every dollar 
of it representing a withheld luxury or even a 
denied necessity 
We regret that the assess- 
or3hip business should have assumed the 
phase that so continually preveuts the full as­ 
similation and coalescing of the population 
of our city; it should rather have been decid 
ed on a broader bas¡3 aud for more statesman­ 
like 
reasons, whereby property would be 
equally assessed and tiie taxes thereby be ren­ 
dered less burdensome.

E ditor Freem an:—We have all passed the 
Rubicon—Washington's Birthday—in safety 
and are found 011 the last half of the session, 
going to the home stretch in fact. 
With the 
people for judges I reckon we will reacli the 
grand stand about tin 20th of April, although 
many predict that the first of May will roll 
’round ere tiio day of adjournment arrives, 
and iu view of the second winter which set in 
yesterday I suspect it may retard business.— 
Spring weather, like Monday last, generally 
does more to hurry forward the business of a 
Legislature than all else. 
Tho death of Police Commissioner Henry 
Smith seems to threaten to precipitate a dis­ 
cussion that was uulooked for, and we may 
chance to extend the session uutil the middle 
of May again, as I learn that an amended 
charter from New York will reach here some 
time this week,its purpose being to reorganize 
the Police Board aud the Board of Charities and 
Correction—as I learn. Of course the patronage 
dripping from tho Police Board—a tie at pres­ 
en t—is immense, and when the Republicans, 
found out that ¡11 electing Mayor Havemeyer 
they had caught a Tartar,because of his action 
in various cases, they desired lo tie his hands, 
and I reckon the leaders of that party will not 
take the chances of allowing Havemeyer to 
make it a Democratic board. 
I saw Hugh 
Hastings here yesterday and I doubt not some­ 
thing is being done.

as if they woukl batch something in due 
time. 
Such m easures'are simply “ dead 
beats.” 1 
There was quite a little flurry of a sensa­ 
tional order 011 the floor yesterday morning 
when the New York Sun arrived containing a 
trip made thirteen days since by a certain few 
members of the House to the Lawrence Hotel 
at Claverack. 
It will bo remembered that 
Messrs. Snyder and Winfield accompanied Hie 
party, and in the Sun’s correspondence Mr.

A member from Columbia

in villages and towus where buildings were 
less than one hundred feet apart. 
The Sub—or “Grinding Committee”—is in 
motion, and new members ’having bills will 
chance to know' how important it is to got 
their bills referred to that select erowd of 
members. 
In the Senate yesterday there was 
some sharp firing over a bill to fix the com­ 
pensation to be made to State Assessors— 
many Senators being hit hard by their breth­ 
ren—notably Senator Lord. 
It was shown 
that the mode and rate of taxation in couuties 
varied, especially as to Monroe. 
Their real 
is taxed one-quarter its value and personal 
only one-third its value, and the way Mr. 
Wooilin plied the lash to Mr. Lord was calcu­ 
lated to draw blood and blisters. 
If Senator

granted, aud the committee consented to it; 
can’t tell whether the application was made in 
the summer, fall or winter; al that meeting 
Floyd S. McKinstry also applied for a loan; at 
first for §100,090, as I wa., told, which bud 
lieen refused; he then applied for a §20,000 or 
$25,000 loan; I mentioned the terms and ho 
agreed to comply with them, and I moved 
that when ho did so the loan be granted; no 
written resolution to my recollection; was not 
present at the very first part of the meeting; 
when I came iii they were excited and quar­ 
reling as to a disputed point; can’t tell wheth­ 
er Hie loan projHised to 
loo granted to 
McKinstry was money or bonds; it was 
probably 
understood (McKinAry 
was to 
give a receipt to protect the Secretary; I 
think Iliad. Hail left before we paaied the reso­ 
lution; tliiiik we met at Treasurer'* otlice that 
time; Hie dispute was whether Hie committee 
was Hie body to decide the loan, cr whether 
Brodhead alone was the person to decide; as 
I entered the room Halt was just leaving and 
I called him back, saying that I thought I 
could make un arrangem ent that would be 
satisfactory to tho committee and protect the 
county; think thoro was no business clone af.

Frank J. Keeker testified—I was connected 
with the R. & O. R. R. Co. in summer and 
full of 1871; recollect Brodhead’s sickness; 
ho was somewhat unwell for a couple or three 
days about two weeks before JLlie Saturday 
before election, at which time he had his sec­ 
ond sickuess; I was iu Coykeudali’s employ 
from January 20 to May 25, 1872; Brodhead 


w a3 then iu the office frequently aud occu­ 
pied a portiou of the safe; Brodhead never 
communicated to me in any shape that there 
was $25,000 iu bonds lost or stolen; he nev­ 
er alluded to that matter; about the time he 
published the annual report of the R. & O. 
R. II. Co. he asked mo to see Coykendcll 
and get a transfer of the $27,000 mortgage; 
B. h a d l o a n e d t u b c o m p a n y $ 5 ,0 0 0 on it 
(a3 collateral security) and he said if it was 
uot assigned he should allude to it pretty 
strongly in tiie report; my whole understand­ 
ing of the matter was that he had b o u g h t t h e 


m o r t o a g e fo r $5,000. 
I went to Coykeu- 
dall, and had several conversations and sta­ 
ted B.’s desire. 
X- Cross-Examined—Brodhead was then Pres­ 
ident of the railroad; I was discharged from 
the company connection Nov. 12, after Brod­ 
head became sick; my next employment was 
under Cornell two months after; all the em­ 
ployment I ever had in the county has been 
through or under Mr. Cornell; I was Superin­ 
tendent of the road; knew to a certain extent 
about the finances of the road; always nego­ 
tiated for the purchase of rolling stock aud 
supplies, and iu a number of instances paid 
for the same; the checks and drafts passed 
through my hands; the receipts of the road 
went to pay expenses,but as the receipts were 
insufficient the road was negotiating and sell­ 
ing a large number of town bonds; in August 
aud September, 1871, the receipts covered 
the expenses; can’t say to what extent; at 
that time they were not selling town bonds; 
Brodhead gave me checks, drafts aud notes 
to pay for rolling stock and supplies; I would 
generally buy on thirty days, and at its expir­ 
ation I would pay one-quarter cash, anil give 
thirty, sixty and uinety day notes; in a num­ 
ber of instances I gave bonds a3 collateral 
security; in several instances the ¡money to 
pay the checks I paid out came from Edward 
Haight & Company’s banking-house; don’t 
know how much money was raised and paid 
over to the Treasurer i u ’70 and ’71; a large 
amount, don’t know how it was raised; don’t 
know whether ho got any loan from the coun­ 
ty for the road; don’t know whether he bor­ 
rowed $27,000 of the couu ty. 
Re-Direct—I am in entire charge of the N. 
Y., K. & 8. Railroad Company under Mr. 
Brigham as Receiver; between Februaiy 20th 
and May 2ñih I examined all the books and 
papers, &e., that I found in tho Treasurer’s of­ 
fice to see whether there was any loan by the 
couuty to the railroad company; I found no 
entry showing that the ■County Treasurer had 
loaned $27,000 or aDy other sum to the rail­ 
road. 
Iie-Cross—Found no separate account called 
“New Bond Account;” no account in books 
showing the moneys realized for new bonds; 
found entry of money turned over by Brod­ 
head to his successor; a cash item of about 
$106,000; no entry to show where that money 
came from or how it was made-up; I know 
there was no entry in the books to show from 
wbat securities it was realized; there were 
%such entries as “call loans;” I believe there 
were some names mentioned to whom the 
money was loaned; I don’t know it; there 
was no account of the “New Bond Fund;” no 
entry to show whether or uot there was a loau 
of $27,000; I have no knowledge that any 
such loan was made. 
Grove Webster test'fled—I have made a 
comparison of the coupons of what is called 
the “ New Bond Account” with the entries 
upon the new bond book of coupons appear­ 
ing to have been paid that came due March 
1st 1 8 7 2 ; found they compared; think I dul so 
at Coykendall's request. 
Cross-Examined—Don’t 
know where the 
coupons carne from; would not say certain 
where 1 made the examination; am not certain 
it was not made in the First National Bank of 
Rondout, of which Coykendall was then Vice 
President; wherever I made the examination 
I know I fouud the coupons. 
Jesse Lyon* recalled—The attention of Mr. 
Foland was called to the question as to wheth­ 
er there were any securities in the safe; dur­ 
ing tiie time the committee were there and 
when Foland was present the safe was open. 
Cross-Examined—Th\e was when the Citi­ 
zens’ Committee was there; think it was the 
same morning of the organization. 
Joseph II. Tut hill—Am one of the sureties 
on Brodhead’s bond and one of the defendants 
in the reference case before Scott; wa3 a mem­ 
ber of tho New Bond Committee; was witness 
on Brodhead trial; there was money loaned 
on the authority of the New Bond Committee; 
money realized or to be realized from the 
$514,000 new bonds. 
Question— On what conditions did the New 
Bond Committee authorize $27,000 loaned to 
the It. & O. Railroad Company on the $27,000 
mortgage ? 
A .— B r o d h e a d w a s t o g iv e t h e n o t e o f

t h e a m o u n t; Brodhead said he would give 
those securities for the loan; have no recol­ 
lection as to furtherjaction of the committee in 
relation to the loan; I met with the committee 
at tho Treasurer’s office, and at my request 
Mr. Folanil opened the safe; he pointed out 
the several books to the committee; tire bonds 
were talked of, and it is my impression. Foland 
said t h e r e w e r e n o b o n d s i n 
t i i e s a f e ; the 
committee inquired whether there were bonds 
or other securities in the safe. 
(The offer 
was excluded, to show that Foland replied 
there were no bonds in the safe except can­ 
celled bonds; all the other bonds having been 
taken to Brodhead’s house.) 
Cross-Examined—Was 
examined before 
Scott as to the $27,000 m ortgage; did not 
swear to tho facts then to which I have now 
testified, because I was not asked the question 
as to whether he was to give any ¡additional 
security; was a defendant in that action, aud 
of course didn’t want any judgment against 
me; don’t recollect whether I was sworn to 
tell the truth, the whole] truth, *and nothing 
but the truth, or to give true answers to such 
questions ,a3 were put to me; have been 
CouRty Clerk three years, and swore witnes­ 
ses many times as well as being a witness 
myself many times; knew’the ordinary form 
of oath; suppose I was sworn to tell tho 
whole trulb, anil don’t swear I didn’t tell the 
whole truth; I swear I didn’t tell this particu­ 
lar thing, because I wasn’t asked the question; 
was asked if I consented to tho loan, and I saiil 
yc3; have read ray printed evidence. It Í3 
substantially correct; don’t recollect that I 
was asked anything about the investment of 
these funds; think that I answered that the 
committee passed a resolution directing an 
investment of $27,000 in this m ortgage; they 
did so direct with additional securities. 
Question by Mr. Fowler—Any reason why 
you didn’t give that additional answer the 
other trial ? 
A .—Yes, 1 suppose so. 
<2-—What do you suppose? 
A .— I suppose you weren't anxious to draw 
it out of me (great laughter iu the court 
room); no other reason upon my part. 
Q.—When I asked you tiitell all you know 
about the investment, did I attempt to keep it 
back ? 
A .—No, sir. 
Q.—Did I ask you to tell what you knew 
about this investment ? 
A .—Yon asked me whether I consented to 
the loan or was present when the loan of $27,- 
000 was made, anil I answered that I was and 
consented to it; I think the committee con- 


w ntetH o that inv’eetment on my motion to 
grant It, upon certain conditions. 
The coni- 
trliUeokept very brief minutes, if any; Brod­ 
head made a pencil memorauda or everything 
of moment; the resolution was not in writing 
so far as my motion was concerned; don’t 
know that it was reduced lo writing; you did 
not show me the resolution in ycuir office; 
have talked with both claimants since this 
refereuce was commenced; had a long talk 
with schoonmaker; I found fault with the 
speech of Rotnevu published iu Romeyn’s pa­ 
per; never made threats against Brodhead 
because of it; never had any words with 
Brodhead except in your office the other even­ 
ing; the talk with Schoonmaker was at El- 
lenville after the Brodhead reference; I wrote 
to Mr. Fowler what I wished done in the 
Brodhead reference, but disclosed to him only 
night before last that additional securities 
were to !*e taken on the McKinstry loan; am 
not certain whether the $27,000 mortgage 
was spoken of; think the first disclosure was 
made to Schoonmaker that these loans were 
not made os directed; think that was since 
his discharge; nray have disclosed it to Mr. 
Fowler and others. 
Q.—If you were asked under oath to stale 
what you knew about the investment of tire 
funds arising from the sale of new bonds, do 
you think your duty as a man ol truth would 
require you Jn answer to a question put in 
that form to have disclosed the fact which you 
have here disclosed ? 
A .— I should think so. 
Q.—And do you believe if you did not do it 
that you would not have come fu'ly up to the 
requirements of your oath ? 
A .—Yes, sir; we don’t disagree. 
Cross-examination of this witness was here 
suspended until afternoon. 
An agreement was hero made between 
counsel that the reference should allow both 
claimants the sum of $250 in full of their ser­ 
vices jointly in all m atters relating to the 
First National Bank suit.

Joseph II. Tuthill resumed upon cross-ex­ 
amination by Mr. Fowler—The Bond Commit­ 
tee was appointed in May, 1870, by a resolu­ 
tion cf the Supervisors in special session; I 
was Chairman pro tem ; the Bond Committee 
organized a few days after the Board adjourn­ 
ed; Brodhead kept pencil memoranda of what 
he considered important, I suppose; the com­ 
mittee was generally called together upon mo­ 
tion of tho Secretary; can’t tell when the ap­ 
plication was made for the $27,000 loan; think 
it was before the meeting of tho Board in 
1870; think there was no written resolution 
authorizing that loan; made the motion as lo 
tho terms upon which the loan should be 
granted, and the committee consented to it; 
can’t tell whether the application was made in 
the summer, fall or winter; at that meeting 
Floyd S. McKinstry also applied for a loan; at 
first for $100,000, as I Was told, which had 
been refused; he thou applied for a $20,000 or 
$25,000 loan; 1 mentioned the terms and ho 
agreed to comply with them, and I moved 
that when lie did so the loan be granted; no 
written resolution to my recollection; was not 
present at the very first part of the meeting; 
when I came in they were excited and quar­ 
reling as to a disputed point; can’t tell wheth­ 
er the loan proposed to 
be granted to 
McKinstry was money or bonds; it was 
probably 
understood (McKinstry 
was lo 
give a receipt to protect the Secretary; I 
think Thad. Hait left before we passed the reso­ 
lution; think we met at Treasurer’s office that 
time; the dispute was whether the committee 
was the body to decide the loan, or whether 
Brodhead alone was tho person to decide; as 
I entered the room Hait was just leaving and 
I called him back, saying that I thought 1 
could make an arrangement that would be 
satisfactory to the committee and protect the 
county; think there was no business done af­ 
ter this dispute was ended; Hait claimed the 
committee were the body to decide; don’t 
know whether we voted upon the 827,000 loan 
before Ilait left the room ; the whole dispute 
grew out of Brodhead’s saying he haul a right 
individually to loan McKinstry' or any other 
individual any amount; Brodhead produced 
what he said was Judge Schoonmaker’s writ­ 
ten opinion, saying that Jake Ilardenbergh 
coincided; I swear, that I think .there was no 
written resolution’as to the loan of $27,000; 
have uo recollection of being present at any 
meeting after the authorization of loan to 
McKinstry; la m very certain that the Mc­ 
Kinstry and Brodhead loans occurred at one 
and the same meeting, but upon two diflarent 
motions; think I made both motions; am cer­ 
tain as to the.McKinstry motion that Ijmade it; 
McKinstry was Chairm an; Brodhead wanted 
$27,000 upon the $27,000 mortgage, and I 
stated that I had 
learned 
there was a 
doubt about 
the 
value 
of 
the 
proper­ 
ty, 
and 
Brodhead 
said 
it 
was 
abundantly good, to his knowledge. 
I said 
perhaps that was so, yet us the guardian of 
the public funds I did not want to make an 
investment where anybody had expressed the 
least doubt, and I should propose terms that 
would be easy for him to comply with, viz: 
that he should give a note as President of the 
railroad company and as collateral security 
to that note he was to assign the mortgage 
to the New Bond Committee and deposit first 
mortgage bonds of the railroad company at 
fifty cent3 on the dollar; don’t know aborut the 
value of mortgage bonds except on Brodhead’s 
statement; I borrowed $4,000 and put up ho 
collateral but my own note; my motion was 
“ any anrouut exceeding $5,000,” should bo 
secured by collaterals. 
I also paid $4,000 my 
son had procured years before (in tho firm 
name; I paid the $8,000 to Coykendall; I dis­ 
closed as to the terms for the $27,000 loan to 
twenty and perhaps fifty diflerent persons; I 
disclosed it to justify the action of the com­ 
mittee; think I disclosed it within three weeks 
after the loan; night before last in your office 
I didn’t allude to the $27.000 loan and its se­ 
curity, but alluded to tho McKinstry loan se­ 
curities, and yon became angry and said if I 
swore to that you would knock my testimony 
into a cocked hat; you said nothing about the 
McKinstry loan or its term s; I recollect telling 
you upon the authority of Marius Schoonma- 
ker that the Investigating Committee were 
ready to report to the Board that I was guilty 
of an over-issuo of bonds; I denied its truth; 
and upon re-examination they reported no 
over-¡5suc; 1 read Schooainaker’s opening ad­ 
dress. 


Q.—Didn’t you say to Brodhead in an inter­ 
view you had with him after reading the 
address that you had shown S. and C. too 
many of the papers connected with the boun­ 
ty business, and that your own safety was to 
throw yourself into Cantine’s arm3, and that 
you would make it warm for them ? 
A .—No, sir; emphatically no i 
I never saiil 
so to Brodhead “or any other man;” I never 
proposed to throw myself into the arm3 of Mr. 
Cantine ór any other m an; uevcr disclosed to 
any person connected with tliis^suit what I 
have testified to until subpccmcd by Cantine 
last summer. 
I requested this abundant se­ 
curity on $27,000 loau to protect the interest 
of tho county, as well a3 the committee and 
my3elf; I regarded the committee a3 morally 
but nt)t legally responsible for these loans; 
was a member of the last Congress; I had an 
idea that the committee had a trust put upon 
their shoulders by the Supervisors which would 
be inquired into, and I proposed to make it 
beyond ail question. 
Q.—Did you in the month of March, 1867, 
receive $1,000 for your services as Supervisor 
from the Ulster county funds ? 
Objected to and objection sustained. 
M r. Tuthill—I am willing to answer the 
question; I do not know the fact tobe that 
the McKinstry loan was agreed to in Septem­ 
ber, 1870, anil the Brodhead loan February, 
1871. 
Re-Direct—I conversed with a lawyer as lo 
where the power lay to loah couuty money; 
the motion was carried to loan B. tho money; 
•within a short time after tho loan was made 


I disclosed tbc fact to (Jonathan W. Has- 
bronck, among others. 
Re-Cross—Think I disclosed id llasbrouck 
in less than three m onths; think lie was then 
one of the editors of the Rondout Freem an; 
can’t tell how the subject arose, but think he 
inquired about the committee using county 
funds. 
My impression is the conversation 
grew out of ail article in The Freeman. 
The 
conversation Was as soon as the public begau 
to inquire about the committee louuiug fuuds. 
Hasbrouck is the first man I recollect explain­ 
ing the tiling lo. 
Floyd S. M cKinstry—(This witness sub­ 
stantially corroborated the 
testimony 
of 
Tuthill in regard to the transactions of the 
committee, and testified he did not know of 
Broilhead having any other loan than this 
$27,000.)
